It is probable 
that a demand for an election of a 
conatitvent assembly which would 
follow could not be registed by the 
Bolsheviki. Such an election, if 
honest, would displace Bolshevik 
control of the government. Every 
fair-minded man in non-Bolshevik 
Russia will admit that today. It is 
his argument and mine. 

Tt should be kept in mind that 
the Rolsheviki announced that they 
felt justified in using &ny methods 
to advance their ends. Under the 
circumstances, it would not be un- 
natural to question the sincerity of 
any move they made. 

I bave not tried in this article 
to answer “What is to become of 
Russia?” I have only attempted to 
show what might become of it if cer- 
tain things happened. problem 
is complex.

RATE CASE AFFIRMED. 


SUPREME COURT GIVES RIGHT 


Supreme Court today affirmed Fed- 
eral court decrees approving rates 


Railroad Commission to be charged 
by the Napa Valley Electric Com- 
pany for power sold to the Califor- 
nia Light and Telephone Company, 
and dismissing injunction proceed- 
ings brought to prevent the rates 
being put into effect. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—-Af- 
firmation by the United States Su- 
preme Court of the State Railroad 
Commission's contention that it has 
the power to establish rates for the 
wholesaling of electric energy, estab- 
lishes the right of public service 
commissions throughout the country 
to exercise the same jurisdiction. ac- 
cording to an announcement by the 
mission today. The,action was 
en by the various commissions 
as a test case. 

The California Light and Tele- 
phone Company had petitioned the 
commission to assume jurisdiction 
over the power being sold to it by 
the Napa Valley Electric Company. 
The Napa Valley company resisted 
on the ground that the commission 
had no jurisdiction, and the power 
sale was covered by contract between 
the two companies. 

The commission held it had the 
authority to control the sales, and 
the Napa company took the case to 
the United States District Court, 
where the commission won out. To-, 
day’s decision is an affirmation of 
the District Court judgement. 

The electric power which had been 
disputed is being served to the town 
of Calistoga, Napa county.

EL. CENTRO, Jan. 18.—Imperial 
Valley has been aroused to the se- 
riousness of the Japanese question 
as never before, by a statement of 
Senator James Phelan that he was 


the Japanese question by giving the

Senator Phelan's statement is 
vouched for by W. I. Treager, presi- 
dent of the Anti-Astatic Association, 
with headquarters in Los Angeles, 
who says the Senator told the story 
substantially as follows: 

“Just before I left Washington, an 
American, representing powerful 
Japanese organizations, and said to 
ve backed by the Japanese govern- 
ment, proposed as a. solution of the 
Japenese question, that Americans 
be ousted from the Imperial Valley, 
all Japanese in California and along 
the Coast de segregated and shipped 
to the valley and allowed to own and 
till its fertile lands. 

“He said the Japanese, being ac- 
customed to hot weather, would 
thrive in the valley where it is too 
warm for white men: that if I would 
give my approval to the plan he 
would be glad to take it up with the 
interests he represented and that 
this scheme appealed to him as be- 
ing practical and sensible. 

“Just exactly how he planned to 
dispossess the large and small farm 
owners and depopulate the cities of 
the magnificent valley, he did not 
make clear. In fact it was a feeler, 
as I see it, to determine the atti- 
tude of the people of the valley 
through me. 

“My attitude on this subject is so 
well known that I was amazed to 
think he should approach me on the 
subject. Naturally, I told him em- 
phatically that such a plan was ab- 
surd on the face of it and that this 
offered not the slightest way out of 
the Japanese problem. However. 1 
think it is interesting in view of the 
present agitation on the Coast 
against the Japanese as a land hold- 
er and business man.” i

other statistics for the purpose of 
showing the Senor that at this time 
it would be very unjust to burden 
taxation, in view of the high cost 
of production during the past sea- 
son, and the exceptionally early 
frosts which cut the yield to one- 
half a bale per acre, and in many 
cases much less and notwithstand- 
ing the high prices maintained, left 
the possible margin of profit for the 
farmers very small. The Camara 
is actively working in this matter 
and hopes to succeed in convincing 
the municipal authorities that ad- 
ditional taxation should not de 
placed on the growers.

An accusation for the removal uf 
Shertf Cline from office was filed 
yesterday by Chairman Dodge of 
the Board of Supervisors, acting in 
his official capacity and in pur- 
suance of formal instructions by that 
body. An order citing the Sheriff 
into Judge Monroe court on the 
20th inst. to answer was issued by 
Presiding Judge Weller. The acecu- 
sation, covering seventy-nine type- 
written pages and prepared by 


have been a cause of contention for 


years and finally led to suits by the 
county to recover fees which u was 
charged the Sherif failed w turn 
into the county treasury. 

Later in the day the Sheriff gave 
out a Statement in which he said 
the filing of the accusation is a case 
of “persecution” and that there 
no merit in certain of the alleg 
tions, which Mr. Cline discussed 
detail.

BIG TRUST SUM. 


In December. the accusation statcs, 
the aum of $316,889.41, trust moneys, 
officially came into the Sheriff's pos- 
seasion.

but none of this large sum, it is 
stated. was deposited in the counts 
treasury. 
The accusation also sets out tho 
fees received by the Shériff for ihe 
care of United States prisoners, with 
the statement that he failed to turn 
into the county treasury the money 
involved. He is also charged wiih 
having “corruptly presented to and 
filed with” the County Auditor 
moneys paid by him into the counts 
treasury, as “all the fees and 
money” received or payable into the 
county treasury by him as Sheritl 
beween certain dates, when, ig 
charged, he had received other fees, 
set out in the accusation and pot 
turned over. 7 
It is also charged that he intend- 
ed to defraud the county of $23.67 
by presenting for allowance to the 
Supervisors “a certain false and 
fraudulent” claim and demand for 
meals furnished prisoners and of- 
ficers in the County Jail. He is 
charged with failing or refusing io 
file with the Supervisors a report 
of all work accomplished by his de- 
partment: concerning moneys re- 
ceived by him as Sheriff. A furthcr 
charge is made of appointing dep- 
uty sheriffs in excess of the first 100 
appointed to serve without compcn- 
sation and in excess of the number 
allowed by law. 

AUTOMOBILE CASES. 
He is further charged with hav- 
ing taken a county automobile into 
the Yosemite Valley on a pleasure 
trip. He is also accused of having 
neglected and refused to take cer- 
tain persons, arrested under the mo- 
tor vehicle act, before magistraics 
and with having caused to be da- 
stroyed the records of the arrests 
of such persons. 
The accusation asks that the Sher- 
iff be removed and that judgment be 
entered against him for $500 costs. 
The motion to instruct the County 
Counsel to file the accusation was 
made by Supervisor Woodley yes- 
terday afternoon. It stated that the 
Sheriff had not conducted his office 
in .the best interests of the county. 

Chairman Dodge, in a statement, 
said he has the most friendly feel- 
ings for Sheriff Cline. 

“He is a delightful man to meet, 
but the Sheriff cannot seem to fully 
realize that he is working for a sal 
ary. in just the same way as mem- 
bers of the Board of Supervisors,’ 
he said. 

“Not satisfied with his salary, the 
Sheriff attempts to increase his com- 
pensation in ways not authorized by 
law. This board has attempted in 
every way possible to secure service 
for the people in the Sheriff's office, 
but it has seemed impossible to se- 
cure co-operation from him. 

AVOIDING RECALL. 

“It would cost the county 3200, 
000 to hold a recall election, with 
doubtful results, if the matter 
should be decided through political 
channels, while a proceeding in court 
can be heard within fifteen dave 
at no expense whatever.
